But the 
Pacquets having been fo long detain’d by con- 
trary Winds, that we cannot pretend to fur- 


nifh any Forreign News, we are glad we have _ 


now fo valuable a Piece to fupply that want, 
and hope the Publick will not take it to be 
too Staie, feeing the Subject of it is frefh in 
the Memory of moft Men.For which laft Rea- 
fon we think it wo uld be needlefs for us to 
make any Remarks upon it, even tho’ we Shad 
not already oblig’d our felves to forbear all 
Comments. 
At aCcuncil of War held at Val Notre Dame the 
24th of Auguit 1703. Prefent, My Lord Duke 
of Marlborough, the Deputies of their High

HE faid Generals and Deputies having 

/ deliberated on the Operations proper to 
be gone upon after Huy fhould be taken, and 
the Siege of Limburg being propos the Ge- 
nerals whofe Names are fubfcrib’d 
Opinion rather for attacking the Enemies 
Lines between the onan and Leuwe, as 
an Enterprize that would contribute much 
more tothe Glory and Advantage of the Arms 
of the High Allies. Being aifo of Opinion 
that Limburg might be attack’d by a Detach- 
ment when the Seafon is more advanc’d. 

1. The Enemies having great Magazines 
at Namur for the fubfiftance of their Army, 
and we being by our fuperiority in number 
in a condition to give them Umbrage on that 
fide, they will be oblig'd after we are poffefs'd 
of Huy, to put a great Garrifon into that 
Place for the fecurity of their Magazines ; 
our Superiority will then be fo much the 
greater, and they will be the lefs able to op- 


pofe our Efforts. 


2. We baving Here a level Ground before | 


us of above 2 -Leagues and a half in extent, 
where the Enemies Lines are weakeft, it feems 
to bethe only Place where we fhould choofe 


to attack them ; and feeing our whole Army 
may act, it is to be believ'd if the Enemy | 


fhould ftand us, it would be impoffible for 


them todefend fuch an Extent.

_..4 If wedo, not attack the Enemy in this 
Place,with the fineft Troops that can be feen, 
and fuch, a. Superiority as we cannot expect 
to have next Year, it will be evident not only 
to our Allies (to their great Difcouragement,) 
but the Enemy may with reafon Boaft, thar 


thefe Lines which ‘they will make ftronger 


every day, are an invincible Barrier againtt 


the Troops of the Allies. 


_ §+ In cafe we do notattack the Lines, there 
is no. other courfe to be taken than either to 
retire to the other fide of the Macfe, or to 
march away to the Right to be near tothe 
Mayory of Bolduc, theie being no Forrage 
left in thefe Parts.. The firft would be 
honourable tothe Arms ofthe Allies, for their 
getting the River between them and the E- 
nemy, would lock as if they durft not ftand 
them, and the latter might be very dangerous 
to the State ; aud befides, the [Enemies by 


means of their Magazines would be in a con- 


dition to undertake any thing: Whereas, if 
we attempt their Lines, fhouldthey pretend to 
defend them, we may, with the affiftance of 
the Almighty, hope to gain a compleat Vi- 
Gory, the Confequetce of which may be of 
more importance thancan be forefeen ; and.
